FAIR DIRECTORS NOT TROUBLED. 


President Gage Thinks the Present Situa- 
tion Will Simplify Matters. 

One of the World’s Fair directors was seen 
last night regarding the South Side’s chances 
for having the Fair now that the South 
Side Park Commissioners had absolute- 
ly refused the use of Washington 
Park. He thought now that Washington 
Park was out of the race the ques- 
tion of a site was simplified to a great 
extent and that instead of it weakening 
the South Side’s chances they were much 
strengthened. The offer of Jackson Park with 
the improved land and Midway Plaisance was 
he thought all that was desired and the 670 
acres that would be atthe disposal of the 
Commission would be sufficient to meet all 
requirements, When asked why he thought 
the South Side chanées were improved by the 
withdrawal of Washington Park, he replied that 
it removed from the field one of the most 


first day of the month dnd put in ice storage; 
in other words, that no pork could be deliver- 
ed on contract unless it had actually re- 
mained in storage thirty days. The idea was, it 
is claimed, that they would have to take 
but little pork. All the pork that they bough 
for October delivery over and above what was 
here they thought could not be delivered, and 
they expected to squeeze the crowd and col- 
lect a difference without having to pay for 
any scarcely. The rule under which they ex- 
pected to do this is as follows: 

All hog product to be classed as standard 
shall comply in all respects with the require- 
ments of the rules of inspection adopted by the 
Board of Trade, and if delivered on or after Jan. 
1 shall include only such as have been packed on 
or after the first day of the previous October. and 
in the case of barreled pork shall include only 
that packed between Oct. 1 and March 31 in- 
clusive ; provided, that pork packed in the months 
of October and March shall be deliverable only 
in approved ice storage, and must remain in such 
storage not less than thirty days before it can be 
removed to any other storage except ap- 
proved ice storage. 

Beaten by the Board of Trade, 


Sawyer, Wallace & Co. took the ground that 


| the pork packed in October was not deliver- 


able on contracts unless it had been in ice 
storage for thirty days. The Board of Trade 
directors held that the rule did not require 
pork packed in October to remain in ice 


It was of the nature of oneof the gravest 
charges that could be made as to his conduct 
of the finances of the firm, involving misrep- 
resentation and false financial statements and 
the regulation of certain checks and drafts 
which he forwarded to the: New York house 
from London, These drafts, it ia said, were 
subsequently found to be worthless. It was 
impossible today to confirm these ugly rumors? 
Investigations must be made in London to 
determine the full extent of L. W. Sawyer’s 
culpability. Meantime it is safe to predict 
that interesting disclosures as to the career of 
this reckless speculator will shortly be made. 
On the Produce Exchange the market was 
slightly unsettled until after the Sawyer- 
Wallace contracts had been settled up. On 
the Coffee Exchange the firm lad contracts 
outstanding for about 7,000 bags of coffee. 
These were bought and delivered “‘under the 
rule,” and caused a break of twenty-one 
points, about a fifth of a cent a pound, in the 
price of coffee. At neither the Consolidated 
nor the Stock Exchange were there any open 
contracts. At the office of the firm in the 
Welles Building Messrs. Sawyer, Wallace, and 
Miller spoke as hopelessly as on Thursday of 
the wreck. There is no chance of a recov- 
ery,” said one of them. “We are absolutely 
ruined.

THE KANSAS REPUBLICANS FOR BLAINE’S

The platform of the Republicans of the ag 
ricultural State of Kansas, adopted at thei: 
State convention held day before yesterday, 
has the following sound summary of the doc- 
trine held by the masses of that party—by its 
consumers—on the subject of protection and 
reciprocity : 

We are in favor of the principle of protection as 
expounded by that great leader of Republican 
thought and policy, the Hon, James G. Blaine, 
and its enforcement to the extent of giving the 
American citizen an advantage over the foreign 
producer, thus enabling him to maintain his in- 
dustry and to make such a fair profit as will in- 
duce others to embark in the same business, be- 
lieving such a policy increases the wages of labor, 
creates a good home market, and results to the 
benefit of all classes. 

We want the same degree of tection to be 
given agricultural products that is extended to all 
other interests. The commercial and industrial 
interests of the country demand a tariff whose 
maximum will not retard the growth of foreign 
trade or unnaturally stimulate prices at home, 
and whose minimum afford ample protection 
to every legitimate industry. A tariff beyond 
such a maximum is legislation in the interest of a 
favored few, while a tariff below such minimum 
is legislation against labor. 5. 

We believe it to be the highest dictate of the 
commercial policy of this country to cultivate the 


most intimate as well as the most extended com- 


mercial relations with our sister Republics of the 
two American Continents, and that it would be 
wise and expedient so to adjust our tariff laws as 
to promote this end, and at the same time adopt 
such a legislative policy as will compel all coun- 
tries that have exercised a determined discrim- 
ination against American products to cease such 
hostility.

He could point 
out to them that for the sake of free markets 
in this country for their sugar and other trop- 
ical productions they can be induced to open 
their ports to our Western foodstuffs free of 
tax. It would be a low estimate that such a 
deal would create a demand for at least ten 
millions of additional barrels of Western flour, 
which would be the equivalent of not far 
from 50 millions of bushels of wheat. Such 
an addition to the demand for our 


| wheat would increase the price of the whole 


crop not less than ten or twelve cents a bushel, 
which would add at least thirty millions of 
dollars a year to the money the Western farm- 
ers get for this cereal—enough to pay the in- 


terest on all their farm mortgages in a dozen 


Western States. An equal sum of money 
would be obtained from the higher price 


1 their corn and hogs would bring, as these 


Southern countries would buy several million 
barrels of pork in addition to what they do, 
and they would take a good many million 
dollars’ worth of canned beef more than they 
now buy from us if the heavy tariff duties 
were repealed. Why doesn’t Harper point out 
these great advantages which would accrue to 
the Western farmers by the adoption of 
Blaine's grand scheme of reciprocity with the 
tropical countries of the Western Hemisphere ?

A ENIGHT OF LABOR BOOMERANG, 

The investigation of the recent strike on the 
New York Central road by the State Board of 
Arbitration, which was requested so earnestly 
by the leaders of the Knights of Labor, has 
proved a boomerang of remarkable velocity 
and concussive power. The letters which 
passed between Mr. Powderly and Mr. Lee, 
the local leader of the strike, have been put in 
evidence, and so absolutely convict these men 
of a conspiracy, not alone against the New 
York Central road, but also against the rail- 
road interests of the whole country, that it is 
astonishing a man of Mr. Powderly’s sup- 
posed astuteness should have allowed them to 
be made public. 

The first letter was written by Mr. Pow or- 
ly to Mr. Lee on the 8d of last February, sk. 
months before the strike was declared In 
this letter he gives Lee some useful ad vies and 
incidentally sheds some light upon the Read - 
ing strike by showing that the employés had 
complete control of that road and lost it by 
their own folly. He writes to Mr. Lee: 

Avoid controversy as far as possible and fortify 
yourselves with facts, indisputable facts, if ever 
you have to ask for anything. Allow no rash 
counsels to sway you in anything, and do not 
place headstrong or intemperate men on any 
committee. The men on the railroad 
actually controlled the entire management and 
had everything their own way. They grew restive, 
and allowed incendiary counsels, to prevail. It 
was no uncommon thing for them to stop a train 
on the main track and talk to an up train in order 
to settle some little matter. That sort of thing 
could not last, and when they finally struck it 
was at the wrong time for the men and just the 
time to suit the company. 

A week later Lee replies to Powderly that 
he will endeavor to follow his advice, and will 
select from the district organization only 
„men who will always work for the best in- 
terests of our order and endeavor to hold the 
respect of the officers of the company.“ The

This is your plan: Go on with the work of or- 
ganization, do it as quietly as possible, work here- 
after under secret orders, and divulge nothing to 
the outside world as to movements or work done, 
Put orgahizers to work on the West Shore road 
and all along the entire Vanderbilt system.

At the same time it is evident that Powderly 
had little faith in the success of the strike, for 
on the same date he writes to Lee, the com- 
pany at that time having discovered the con- 
gpiracy and discharged some of the.conspira- 
tors: “By all means do everything in your 
power to prevent a strike, for it will prove a 
failure and will be just what the N. I. C. com- 
pany wants the men todo.” Lee had a great 
deal of difficulty in following Powderly’s ad- 
vice. In attempting to organize his men for 
the best interests of the order and to gain con- 
trol, as in the case of the Reading road, and at 
the same time to avoid a strike, he ran against 
a snag, as is shown by his letter to Powderly 
July 31, in which he says: 

We are having a very serious time of it here.

WHAT THE VERMONT ELECTION MEANS. 
The Republican majority in Vermont shrunk 
from 27,000 in 1888 to 12,000 at the recent elec- 
tion.

clining—being four cents a pound less than 
last year. | 

The farmers saw plainly, however, that the 
bill would add heavily to the cost of their 
woolen goods, their clothing and blankets, 
their hardware, glass and china ware, tin 
dishes and pails, and many other necessaries 
of life. Nor were they able to see that it 
would cheapen sugar any more than the re- 
mission of the tea and coffee duties had 
cheapened those articles, So while two 
years ago they went to the polls in a body at 
the September election and recorded their 
disapproval of the Mills bill and pitched the 
tune for the November election, this year 
the spirit moved them to stay home to put 
on record their digapproval of the mill boss 
McKinley bill. They could not bring them- 
selves to do it by voting with the State 
sovereignty Democrats, so they did it by re: 
remaining away from the polls. They stuck 
to their work on the farm, and touched no 
ballot. Thus the enormous falling off in the 
Republican vote means simply that many 
thousands of hard-headed, intelligent con- 
sumers gave notice that they did not want 
the fat fried out of them by the McKinley bill 
for the benefit of the mill bosses. 

These are the figures of the election in the 
State: Page, 32,651; Brigham, 18,745; all 
otliérs 1,214, Majority for Page, 12,692. The 
same towns in 1888 gave Dillingham 47,053;

DRAINING A HUGE SWAMP. 

The contract has been let for the removal of 
the rock ledge in the Kankakee River at 
Momence, and itis probable that within a 
year a million acres of fertile land, now 
spoiled with swamp water, will be open to the 
sun and ready for the plowshare, While the 
stretch of naturally fertile land which is to be 
redeemed lies mostly within the limits of In- 
diana it is tributary to Chicago.
